WHITE WARNED BY COURIER.
Tom White was brought here this after-

noon. Though the soldiers rode hard all
night to the county line, a friend beat them,
and as they surrounded White at daj break
he was dressing for night He gave up
without resistance, but said that in Ave
minutes ho would have been In position to
resist arrest.

Tho afternoon train also brought Jett
from Winchester, the habeas corpus pro-

ceedings having been quashed. On the

Only One Fatality Reported, but Many Farmers in the Vicinity of
Lenzburg and New Athens Have Narrow Escapes Churches

and Not Yet Fully Estimated.

HAIL EIGHT INCHES DEEP CAUSES DEVASTATION OF GRAIN.

Ruins were left in the path of the cyclone,
followed by a hailstorm, over the south-
eastern part of St Clair Count. Illinois,
Monday afternoon.

An Italian. Mundlco Gulsseppl. was blown
beneath the wheels of a moving freight
train and killed.

Many narrow escapes from death or seri-
ous Injury were reported.

The damage to buildings in the vlcinitj-o- f

Lenzburg and New Athens is estimated
in the neighborhood of $100 000. The damage
to the farmers cannot now be estimated

Entire wheat fields, tho stalks of the
wheat Just budding with grain, were beaten
down and cut off cleaner than If a mower
had been passed over the fields.

Fanners who Monday morning were hap-
py in anticipation of getting one of the
largest wheat crops In tho history of St
Clair County found themselves jesterday
without a vestige of the wheat

Corn, oats, potatoes, vegetables and fruit
suffered Just as much as the wheat Wheat,
however, is the staple of the farmers of
ti. it part of St Clair County, and the total
loss of the wheat crop will be a severe blow
to many.

MADE A SHRIEKING SOUND.
Lenzburg, thirty-tw- o miles from St Louis

on the Illinois Central Railroad, was in the
middle of the, path of the cyclone, which
reached to New Athena on the one side and
Marljsa on the other.

Joseph Becker, a Radical, Is Held
Under Arrest by Police of

Walla Walla, Wash.

TELLS WHERE HE HID HIS GUN.

Accused by Former Employer of
Saying He Had OnesBulIet for

Roosevelt and Another for
Emperor William.

Walla Wnlla, Wash , May S6 Joseph
Becker, a radical Socialist, Is In the City
Jail hero on suspicion of having Intended to
kill President Roosevelt yesterday. The
episode was kept quiet until after the Pres-
ident's departure.

Becker is accused of having remarked In
Tendlcton, Ore., last week that he had one
bullet for President Roosevelt and another
fo.-- Emperor William of German. He de-
parted for Walla Walla with a Winchester,
and his Pendleton employer, Pat Kine, fol-

lowed him here, notifjlng the police.
Becker was located working In a butcher

shop. Ho was arrested and on being
"sweated" disclosed the location of his ri-
fle, which was hidden In n farmer's barn
along tho line of march. Btcier is a Swiss

TRIED ROWDY TACTICS.
Wallace, Idaho, May M. Piesident Roose-

velt's rest was disturbed by a noisy demon-
stration at Starbuck, when his train pulled
into that place at 12.30 o'clock this morning.

The President and all the members of his
party had retired, but they were awakened
by the dlschargo of firearms of various
sizes, the blowing of horns and the shouting
of people. The secret service officer on
duty did all he could to stop tho racket, but
the people refused to be quiet, even going
to the length of knocking on the windows
of the cars. The demonstration was kept
up until the train departed.

The President did not show himself.
The train arrived here at 7:3 o'clock this

morning during a heavy storm. Despite
the weather conditions 10,000 persons
thronged the streets. After a reception at
Senator Heybum's residence, the party was
driven to the city park. ThW Senator
HAburn Introduced the President, who
spoke for half an hour on good cltlzenshin.

Captain 81ms stated that his boat had been
stopping at every landing where he could get
business. The boat Is taking on a large amount
of freight here and will clear for Memphis as
soon as It Is loaded.

.' Tho merits of the two steamers have been
in dispute ever since tho Lotus Sims was
brought to St. Louis, last year. At that
time, officials of the Leo Lino claim, tho
Stacker met and passed the Sims on sev-

eral occasions.
Since then Captain Sims has often de-

clared that he would pit his steamer against
any craft that turns a wheel in Western
waters. Several months ago he returned
to St Louis from a trip to New Orleans.
During the Interim he thoroughly over-

hauled the boat. Her engines were strength-
ened and repacked.

He has been on the rlv er for many years
and at different times has owned and run
some of tho, finest steamers running out of
St. Louis. Last Monday, Just (beforo he
bearded his steamer, ho declared he would
vyager $10,000 that tho Sims could pass any
steamer entering St. Louis.

The Stacker Lee is probably the largest
stern-whe- el packet on the river. She was
built last year at Jeffersonville, Ind., and
made her maiden "trip to St. Louis In the
summer. She is equipped with a powerful
type of engines and has a double set of boil-
ers Since she has been in the trade she
has broken several records.

John Rjan is here and admit- - that lie
operated some time at St. Louis before the
Inspectors got after him, and later he was
called to Washington.

Ryan declares Johns nsked $1C00 to get
from Miller a letter from the Attorney Gen-
eral's office showing Rjan was entitled to
use the mails. Aftai a little dickering.
Rjan sajs, Johns came down to $2,o00 and
the proposition was accepted.

A proposition to pny J2 0TO for literature
so worded it would pas muster if It was
ever taken up In the malls was later ac-
cepted.

Rjan asserts Johns delivered the letter
and literature to him December 16. Rjan
sajs lie give John $1,1C0 cash nnd checks
dated December 17, one for $2 000 and ono
for 51.400

FORGED ORDER TO SEE

BARBAGLIA IN JAIL.

Men ConceHied in Naturalization
Frauds Seek to Prevent Pris-

oner From Confessinsr.

CONSPIRATORS ARE DESPERATE

After Excited Conference in Fed-
eral Building Corridor an Ital-

ian Signs U. S. Marshal's
Name to Prison Permit.

What Is regarded an an attempt to in-

timidate John Barbaglla, who was con-
victed yesterday .n the United States Dis-
trict Court In connection with the recent
naturalization frauds, was made last night
at the City Jail by means of a forged per-
mit.

Judge Amiilon took occasion, when the
prisoner was arraigned for sentence, to
speak to Barbaglla regarding his connec-
tion with unlawful practices, and it was
seen that his words made a strong im-
pression.

The court urged that Barbaglla make a
clean breast of what he knew regarding
the forged naturalization papers, and It
was believed yesterday afternoon that he
would break down and confess.

Several Italians who are interested in the
case gathered In the hall of the Federal
building after the trial and talked for sev-
eral minutes In an animated and excited
manner.

Shortly after Barbaglla had been removed
to the Jail a man who claimed that his
name was Joseph Ghlgllone presented an
order, purporting to have been Issued by
William L. Morsey, United States Marshal,
authorizing him to see Barbaglla.

The order waa honored and Ghlgllone
spent some time In deep conversation with
the prisoner. Both men spoke earnestly, es-

pecially Ghlgllone. who seemed to be urging
'some course of action on Barbaglla.

Shortly after the man left the Jail it was
found that the order was signed "William
E. Morrlssey," Instead of "William L. Mor- -

MILLER'S PARTNER

IS UNDER ARREST.

Washington, May 26 United States Mar-
shal Pettlt at Rockvllle, Ind, to-d- noti-
fied tho department by telegraph of the ar-
rest of Joseph M. Johns, the man charged
with conspiracy in the alleged bribery of
Daniel V. Miller, the assistant attorney for
the Post Office Department, who was ar-
rested last night.

Johns will be tried with Miller nt Cin-
cinnati.

According to evidence In possession of
the postal authorities, Johns received $1,500
as a result of the decision of Acting Assist-

The authorities here saj Johns was not
an attornej- - of the Rj'an concern, but has
been a life-lo- friend and political asso-
ciate of Miller.

HANNA SURRENDERS

TO THE PRESIDENT.

Will Offer No Further Opposition
to IJeoliition Indorsing

His Candidacy.

DEFERS TO ROOSEVELT'S WISH

Chief Executive Wired Him Indi-
cating His Desires in Reference

to Coming State Convention
A Forced narmonv.

Clev eland, O . May 26 Senator Hanria hag
decided to offer no further opposition to
the proposed resolution In the coming Re-
publican State Convention. Indorsing the
candidacy of President Roosevelt for an-
other term. This action was decided upon
late this afternoon.

When asked If he had heard from Presi-
dent Roosevelt with reference to the dis-
cussion concerning his attitude in connec-
tion with the resolution. Senator Hanna
made the following statement to the As-
sociated Press representatives:

"I am In receipt nf n telearrstm frosa
President Roosevelt Trhich Indicate
to me lila denlre to have the Indorse-
ment of the Ohio Republican State
Convention of hla administration and
candidacy. In view of thla I shall itoppose snch action by the conTeatlass
and I have telegraphed the Presides
to that effect-Senat- or

Hanna positively declined to
further discuss the subject, considering that
the brief statement fully covered the ques-
tion.

It Is the general belief, however, among
tho3e close to the Senator, that he (till
doubts the advisability of the adoption of a
resolution indorsing President Roosevelt's
candidacy bj-- this year's convention. But,
It is pointed out, in deferring to the Presi-
dent's judgment and expressed wishes, Mr.
Hanna demonstrates that his original posi-
tion In the matter was at no time prompted
by personal antagomlsm to President Boose
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
